comptable ſor the ſaid Fines to the Juſtices of Peace in the ſeveral $-ires, to be applyed by them for the repairing of Bridges and High- ways within their reſpeQive Bounds, 
as they ſhall ſee cauſe ; And We with Advice foreſaid, Require and Command, the ſards Commiſfioners to ſubdivide themſelves, fo as there may be at leaſt two ( w ho are 
hereby declared to be a Quorum ) to mect and be preſent at each Office, upon the days reſp: &ive following, viz. theſe upon this ſide of Tay upon the third Tueſday of the 
ſaid Month of Janwary next, and theſe upon the other fide of the ſaid River the fourth Tueſday of the ſaid Month for the firſt Dyer : And We with Advice foreſajd, Re- 
quire and Command the whole Brewers within the bounds alloted for the ſaids reſpeCtive Offices, to attend and wait upon the aids reſpective Commiſſioners at the Offices 
particularly to be appointed by them up>n the days above expreſſed, without any farder Intimation, Charge or Citation to be given to them by the ſaids Tackſmen, Sub- 
tackſmen or Colle&ors of the ſaid Additional Exciſe, but the publication hereof allenarly in manner after-mentioned, and there to give in and make, and the Commiſſioners 
to receive from them faithful and full Entries of all Liquors browen within the faids Bounds lyable in payment of the ſaid Additional Exciſe for the Months of June, Joby, 
Auguſt, September, Offober and November lat, and December current; And becauſe the Brewers for want of tirnous (ntimation for the ſaids Months of June, J and 
Auguſt, may pretend that they cannot give their Oaths, if required upon the preciſe quantity of their brewing the ſaids Months 5: They are therefore hereby allowed to give 
their Oaths in theſe Terms, that their (aid brewing hath not exceeded ſuch a quantity, which is hereby held as ſufficient to make them lyable for the ſame, And fick'ike that 
the ſaiJs Commilſioners me: t, and the ſaids Brewers attend them at the (1ids reſpetive Offices, without any further Intimation, Charge or Citation, but what is above 
expreſt the firſt Tueſday of every Month, during the continuance of the ſaid Additional Exciſe, for making and receiving in the Entries of all Liquor browen within the 
ſaid Bounds lyable to the (aid Exciſe for the preceeding Month, and to judge in all Matters relating either to the ſaid Additional Exciſe, or to the Exciſe impoſed formerly 
upon Malt, and annexed to our Crown, betwixc the Brewers and our Tackſmen, their Sub-Tack'men and Colle&ors, wich Certfication to ſuch of the ſaids Brewers, who 
ſhall not comperr and attend the ſaids Dyets r:ſpe&ive above-mentioned, they (hall be holden as Confeſt, and Decrcets given againſt them for the quantities of Liquor ly- 
able to the foreſ4i4 Additional Exciſe, which ſhall be contained inthe Claims or Complaints to be given in by the Tackſmen, Sub-Tackſmen ard ColleQors againſt them 
and that at the firſt \ſeeting upon the ſubſequent Month, afterthe reſpetive Brewers their abſence and failzie, to make a due Entry upon the firſt Tueſday of the preceding 
Month. And in caſe the Ent:5 of any Brewer ſhall be diſproven, then they (hall be lyable in payment of ſuch a Fyne, as the Commiltioners, or other Judges after named 
ſhall Impoſe, not exceeding the Double of what Liquor ſhall be concealed 3 and all Execution competent, ſhall be made uſe of by our Tackſmen, their Sub-Tackſmen or 
Colle tors, againſt the reſpe&ive Brewers for the ſame, Andi caſe the {ids Commiſſioners, or at leaſt two of them, ſhall failz'e to meet and attend the faids reſpecive Of« 
ficer, the ſaids third and fourth Tweſdays reſpective of Jarwary next, or upon the firſt Tweſday of any ſublequent Month, duri''g the continuance of the ſaid Additional Fx- 
ciſe,the whole diviſion,ard each of them, ſhall be lyable in the Fyne of twenty Pound Scots a piece toties quoties, to be uplifted and applyed, in manner as the other Fynes a- 
hove mentioned. And after Inſtruments taken againſt them of their f:ilzie ro meet and attend as ſaid is; We, with Advice foreſaid, require and command the Sheriffs and 
heir Deputes, or ſuch as the ſaids Sheriffs ſhall ſubſtitute at each particular Dyet for that effect allenarly, torepair to the {aids reſpective Offices, within twenty four Hours 
after they ſhall be defirrd by the Tackſmen, either of Annexed or Additional Exciſe, their Sub- Tackſmen or Collectors, there ſummarly, to judge on what occurs within 
the Bounds of that Office, in reference to the ſaid Annexed or Additional Bxciſ®, certifying the ſ1ids Sheriffs, their Dc puts or Subſtitutes, if they fail,” they ſhall be puniſhed 
as the Lords of Our Privy Council hall think fit. And further, We, with Advicezforeſaid, Prohibit and Diſcharge ary of the Commiſſioners of. Supply, or other inferiog 
Judpes or Officers of the Law, within this Our Realm, to ſtop or hinder, either Quartering, Poynding, or atiy other lawful Executicn, that ſhall be uſed by Our Tack(- 
men. their Sub-tackſmen, and ColleQors of the (aid annexed or Additional Exciſe againſt the reſpettive Brewers, conform tothe Ectries that ſhaH be made by them; Or acs 
cording tothe quantities of Liquor, whereupon they ſhall be holden as confeſt in manner, and before the Jucges above-mentioned, under the pain of being not only lyable for 
the Charges and Damages Our taids Tackſmen, their Sub-tackſmen, and ColleQors ſhall ſuain and incur therethrough, but alſo to ſuch further Pains as the Lords of Our Privy 
Council ſhall think fit. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, ard We charge you ſiriftly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat=-croſg of 
Edinbargh, andto the Uzrcit-craſſes of the Head-burghs ofthe ſeveral Shires within this Kingdom,and ofthe $ ewartries of Kirkudbright, Annandale and Orknega, nd there in 
Our Name and Authority, make Publication hereof, that none may pretend Ignorance, and Ordains Our Soliciter, to cauſe fend printed Copies hereof to the Sheriff, of the 
ſeveral Shires, and Stewarts of the Stewartries foreſaids, whom, and their ſaids Clerks We ordain to ſcethe lamen publiſhed, and Copies thereof affixed at the ſaids Mercat- 
Croſles, and appoints them toſend Doubles thereofto .]l the Miniſters, both in Churches and Meeting-houſes within their reſpeRive JuriſdiAions, that upon the Lords day, 
immediatly preceeding the ſaids third and fourth Tueſdays of Jawnary next, the ſame may be [ntimate and read in every Paroch Church and Meeting-houſe; and a Copy of 
the ſame affixed upon the moſt publick oor thereof: And Ordains thir preſents to be Printed. ;
